Your RadioShack Super Loud LED Alarm Clock is an ideal time- 
piece for your bedroom or any place where you need an easy-to- 
read clock with a full-featured alarm. 


ALARM 



The alarm turns off and sounds again in about 
9 minutes. You can press SNOOZE as many times as you 
like. 

Note: If the BATTERY SENTINEL Indicator lights when you 
press SNOOZE, the back up battery is getting low.

CONNECTING POWER 

To power the alarm clock, plug the clock’s power cord into a stan- 
dard AC outlet. The time fiashes untii you set it. 

Installing a Backup Battery 

For backup power, instali a 9V battery (not suppiied) in your clock. 
For the best performance and longest life, we recommend a 
RadioShack alkaline battery. 

Note: To prevent unnecessary drain on the battery, connect the 
alarm clock to an AC power outlet before you install the battery. 

1. Press down on the battery compartment cover, slide it in the 
direction of the arrow, and lift it off. 

2. Snap a 9V alkaline battery onto the battery terminals and place 
the battery in the compartment. 

3. Replace the cover. 

With a backup battery installed, the display turns off during a power 
failure, but the clock continues running for about 8 hours and the 
alarm sounds at the preset alarm time. 

If the battery sentinel indicator lights, or the display flashes when 
power is restored after a power failure, replace the battery. 

SETTING THE TIME 

1. While holding down TIME, repeatedly press (or hold down) 
HOUR until the desired hour appears. 

Note: The PM indicator appears if it is a PM hour. 

2. Continue holding down TIME and repeatedly press (or hold 
down) MIN until the desired minute appears. 

3. Release TIME. 

SETTING THE ALARM 

1. While holding down ALARM, repeatedly press (or hold down) 
HOUR until the desired hour appears. 

2. Continue holding down ALARM and repeatedly press (or hold 
down) MIN until the desired minute appears. 

3. Release ALARM. The current time reappears. 

4. Press ALARM to view the set alarm time. 

Note: You can press ALARM, HOUR, and MIN at the same time to set 
the alarm to 12:00 AM.

Using the Alarm 

1 . Slide ALARM ON/OFF to ON. The ALARM indicator lights. When 
the clock reaches the alarm time, the alarm sounds. 
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2. When the alarm sounds, slide ALARM ON/OFF to OFF to turn it 
off. 

3. Slide ALARM ON/OFF to ON to reset the alarm. 

Note: If you do not turn off the alarm, it sounds for about 2 hours, 
then automatically resets to sound at the same time the next day. 

CARE 

Keep the clock dry; if it gets wet, wipe it dry immediately. Use and 
store the clock only in normal temperature environments. Handle the 
clock carefully; do not drop it. Keep the clock away from dust and 
dirt, and wipe it with a damp cloth occasionally to keep it looking 
new. 

Modifying or tampering with the clock’s internal components can 
cause a malfunction and might invalidate its warranty. If your clock is 
not performing as it should, take it to your local RadioShack store for 
assistance.
